Washington, Dec. 4.—The annual 


message of the president was trans- 
mitted to congress today and read, in 
both bodies. 


The document was unusually volum- 


inous and its reading required consid- 
erable time. 


The important matters discussed in 


the message relats to the Japanese 
school question in San Francisco, cor- 
porations, ah income and inheritance 
tax. Cuba, South America, divorces, 
woraan and child labor, labor and cap- 
ital, the army and navy, lynching and 
other subjects. 


The complete text of the message

To the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives: 
As a nation we still continue to enjoy 


& literally unprecedented prosperity: and 
It if probable that only' reckless specu- 
Intlbn and disregard of legitimate busi- 
ness methods on the part of the business 
world cnn materially mar this prosperity. 
No congress in our time has done more 
good work of importance than the pres- 
ent congress. There were several mat- 
tnrs left unfinished nt your last session. 
however, which I most earnestly hope 
you will complete before your adjourn- 
ment.

Desires Senate to Probeed Promptly on Resolution to 


Probe Discharge of Colored Troops. 


Washington, 
Dec. 4.—President 


Roosevelt made ,lt apparent to his sen- 
atorial callers today that he is r.nxious 
tor speedy action on a congressional 
resolution calling for information re- 
garding the discharge of negro sol- 
diers of the Twenty-ilfth Infantry for 
participating in the riot at Browns- 
ville, Tex. As soon as a resolution is 
passed, he told them, he will send the 
information to the senate. The presi- 
dent further stated 
that either the 


Penrose or the Fornker resolution In- 
troduced in the senate yesterday will 
be acceptable to him.

that "on or before 30th day of June, 


1907, 
all enlisted men of the army who 


aro negroes or of negro descent shall 
be discharged from the service of the

It. was frequently applaud- 
ed, when striking portions were read, 
and at the conclusion the republican 
side gave vent to their sentiments of 
approval by prolonged applause.

sage was concluded at 2:50 p. m., and 
five minutes later the house adjourned 
until 32 o'clock tomorrow.

Dec. 4.—President 


Roosev.elfs annual message 
to con- 


gress occupied the senate as soon as 
the opening preliminaries were con- 
cluded today. These Included the re- 
ceipt of messages from the house re- 
citing deaths of several of the mem- 
bers. 


The committee appointed to notify 


the president that congress was in 
session made its report through Sen- 
ator Kale, of Maine. The reading of 
the message began at 12:11 o'clock. 
Many senators were in their seats and 
the message received-careful atten- 
tion. Baron Rosen, the Russian am- 
bassador, accompanied by two mem- 
bers of his embassy staff, occupied the 
diplomatic gallery during the reading 
of the message. 


The reading of the message was con- 


cluded at 2:47 o'clock.

lom immediately took the floor but 
yielded to Senator Raynor, of Mary 
land, to Introduce a resolution on the 
Japanese situation, which was read 
and went over until tomorrow.

YEAR TERMS FDR THREE 


MEN WELL KNOWN 


Violated Federal Law That 


Bans Traffic in Goods 
for Immoral Purpose. 


Chicago, Dec. 4.—Three men well 


known in Ohio were today sentenced 
by Judge Landis in the United States 
district court to serve a term of one 
year each in the house of correction 
for conspiracy to violate the federal 
laws governing interstate traffic in ar- 
ticles used for immoral- purposes. The 
men sentenced are: 


Robert D. Bradley, president of the 


Canton Rubber company, of Canton, 
Ohio. 


Edward Davis, vice president of the 


Canton Rubber company. 


William J. Oby, formerly an officer 


of the rubber company but recently 
practicing law in Cleveland. The men 
were recently indicted 
in company 


with Walter M. Dean, the Chicago 
agent, of the company, and 
were 


charged with manufacturing articles 
that were to be distributed in Chicago 
by Dean. The men are alleged to have 
a company formed by Davis as dis- 
tributor between the 
company and 


Dean.

woods." 


Passages from Miss Brown's letter 


were read showing that she chafed 
under his neglect.. Mr.. Ward said: 


"Had 
he promised to marry her? He 


had to, or she would have shouted his 
Infamy to.the winds in Cortland, for 
under 
her 
beauty, she was a true 


American, standing on her rights. 


"He did not strike Grace Brown 


any more cruel blows on Blft Moose 
ake than he did in this letter," said 
Mr. Warrl, as he read one missive In 
which Gillette told the girl not. to be 
discouraged, to have a good time, to 
go away with her parents and riot to 
worry. 


Clever, Courageous Scoundrel. 


"The cool, clever, courageous scoun- 


drel," the 
prosecutor declared, "said

Gillette, the .youthful prisoner broke 
into tears. 


Mr. Ward said the correspondence 


of Gillette and Miss Brown recalled 
four things—that he Induced her to 
leave Cortland so her condition would 
not become known there; 
that he 


promised he would come for her and 
take her away to a distant point to 
marry her; that she must keep secret 
the fact that Chester Gillette was go- 
Ing away with her and that she ex- 
pected to go away and keep house. 


"They tell you," said Mr. Ward to 


the jury, "that he carried his tennis 
racquet to give an impression he was 
on a vacation. But the balls, were in 
the suit case and he planned to have 
a good time on Seventh lake and in- 


Yaldosta. Ga.. Dec. 4.—J. G. Rawlins 


and Alf Moore, a negro, were hanged 
here this morning for the murder of 
Willie and Carrie Carter in July, 1905. 
Both stepped upon the scaffold with- 
out a tremor, they stood on the trap 
together and fell together. 


Rawlins in his last statement de- 


clared that he had told the truth and 
that his sons had no connection with 
the crime. Moore also declared that 
he had told the truth, again insisting 
that Milton Rawlins had fired the fa- 
tal shots. Mrs. Rawlins and her two 
daughters visited the 
husband 
anil 


father during the morning. They re- 
mained in the jail hut did not watch 
the execution. 


Crime of the Executed. 


The crime for which J. G. Rawlins 


and Alf Moore, a negro, were executed 
here 'today and the prolonged litiga- 
tion which followed in the attempt to 
save them from the gallows have been 
alinost without precedent In the crim- 
inal history of Georgia. The killing of 
Willie and Carrie Carter on the night 
of July 12, 1905, was regarded as par- 
ticularly cold-blooded. 


Leading up to this crime was a feud 


between .T. G. Rawllns, 
formerly a 


Baptist minister, and W. L. Carter, a 
Methodist minister, which originated 
In Coffee county, Georgia, and which 
was renewed when the two men found 
themselves occupants 
of 
adjoining 


farms In Lowndes county, of which 
Valdosta Is the county seat. 


On the night of July 12 a disturb- 


ance outside the Carter home brought 
Willie Carter in the yard to investi- 
gate. 
Immediately a shot rang out 


and he fell mortally wounded. His sis- 
ter Carrie ran to his side and two 
shots brought Instant death to her. 


Children Came in to Die. 


The elder Carter, opening the door, 


saw that an attack was being made on 
his home. He barricaded the bouse, 
fearing even to go to the aid of his 
children. Later Willie Carter dragged 
himself to the door and was taken in. 
He died a few hours later. The body 
of the little girl remained in the yard 
until daylight. During the night oc- 
casional shots .rang out.bringlng added 
terror to the besieged home. 


The crime appeared to be fastened 


on J. G. Rawlins. his sons, Jesse, Mil- 
ton and Leonard, and the negro, Alf 
Moore. The five were arrested and 
the negro confessed, saying that the 
elder Rawlins had hired him to kill 
the entire Carter family and bad sent 
his three sons to assist in the job. The 
result .of the trial which followed was 
the conviction of J. G. Rawlins, his 
three sons and 
Alf Moore. 
All re- 


ceived the death sentence excepting 
Leonard, for whom the> jury recom- 
mended clemency, and his sentence 
was life imprisonment Then followed 
long litigation which failed to save 
the two men's lives. 


Jesse and Milton Rawlins are sen- 


tence'd to hang next 
Friday, but a 


commutation of their sentences has 
been asked for. 


LITTLE TRUST 


Cincinnati Courts Bender Decision Against 


Tight Wall Paper Combine.

States court of appeals today declared 
the Continental Wall Paper company 
the most complete and ingeniously or- 
ganized trust that has come to the 
knowledge of the court. 


The Continental Wall 
Paper com- 


pany 
brought suit 
before Judge 


Thompson, nf the district court, to re- 
cover $57,000 from Lewis Volght & 
Sons, Cincinnati, for 
goods sold to 


them. Voight & Sons resisted on the 
ground that the Continental .company 
was a trust and virtually compelled 
them to buy all its goods of the trust 
and to allow tho trust to fix prices at 


which goods must bo 
sold. Judge 


Thomson found for Voight & Sons on 
the ground that the company was.a 
trust. 


The court of appeals, to which an 


appeal was taken, held that the proofs 
showed one of the most complete and 
exacting Instances of a trust as de- 
fined in the statutes that had come to 
the knowledge of the courts. 
It, held 


the trust to be an illegal organization 
and as such it. was not. entitled to tha 


aid, of the court in support of its claim 
against Volgbt. & Sons and the judg- 
ment of the district court 
was af- 


firmed and the appeal' was dismissed.

LOSES SOME OF HIS 


Pugilist McGrovern Insane 


and Confined in the

New York, Dec. 4.—Terry McGov- 


ern, the prize fighter, who is matched 
to fight "Young" Corbett in Baltimore 
late in January, was taken to the ob- 
servation ward of the Kings county 
hosiptal, in Brooklyn, today for exam- 
ination as to his sanity. Accompanied 
by his wife and step-father, Joseph 
Kenny, McGovern arrived from Wash- 
ington today and went to his home In 
Brooklyn.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


Perusal of the complate text of the 


president's annual message will unite 
the common Judgment of the people In 
tho opinion that It Is n very able and 
Interesting state document. While 
much of It relates 
perfunctorily 
to 


matters embraced In tho discussions 
of all executive messages, them arc 


cusses the matter and important for 
what he proposes that congress shall 
do. 


After 
discussing 
the 
embarrass- 


ments and perils such a situation cs 
that in San Francisco presents, where- 
by the treaty obligations of the gov- 
ernment are" thrust aside and rudely 
violated by the acts of a single com- 
munity, the president proposes that 
congress shall pass such laws as shall 
enable the general government to en- 
force respect for and obedience to 
the treaty obligations of the Unite;! 
States. This raises a question as old 
as the constitution and is bound to 
open violent discussions in congress. 
It reopens the states rights issue and j 
the states of the south will gladly jpin 
the states of the coast in resisting the 
proposals of the president that state 
and municipal control of purely state 
and municipal matters, as for instance 
the public schools, may be subject to 
Interference by the federal govern- 
ment.

In this connection it !s to be distinctly 
noted that the president asks for citi- 
zenship for the people of Porto Rico, 
in fulfillment of his recent promise to 
them, and for progressive steps to- 
ward the uplifting of the Hawaiian 
islands and for converting It into a 
community of small and independent 
freeholders. 


The president discusses injunctions 


and with special reference to what 
has come to lie known as "govern- 
ment by injunction," a bill for the 
prevention of which has been repeat- 
edly before congress. The president 
upholds the beneficence of the injunc- 
tion as a means of justice and rational 
restraint, but condemns misuse of it. 
In this connection he reads a lecture 
to those wiio have taken issue with 
him in his criticism of a federal judge 
whom ho believed to have grossly mis- 
used his position on tho bench to de- 
feat the ends of justice. The presi- 
dent holds that a judge Is not sacred 
from temperate criticism by the peo- 
ple and says that any association of 
lawyers taking that position and seek- 
ing to maintain it is simply encourag- 
ing intemperate criticism by intem- 
perate agitators.

In his message President Roosevelt 
otes improved conduct on the part of 
lie great carrying corporations of the 
ountry in tho matter of freight and 
lassenger rates, and notes with evi- 
ent satisfaction the salutary effect of 
he pure food law and the beef inspec-1 
ion measure, but he regards these 
htr.gs only as good long steps. He 
hlnks the present session too short to 
attempt much in the way of regulating 
and 
controlling 
corporations, 
but 


makes one or two more or less im- 
portant recommendations. 
He would 


go on. however, with the making of 
laws, not to wreck corporations and 
combinations, but to rigorously control 
them. 
He says that such measures 


are needed as will squeeze tho water 
from capital stock and enable the cor- 
porations to make a fair profit on the 
money actually Invested in their busi- 
ness. He deprecates (be views of ex- 
tremists who hcllevo the only solution 
is in government ownership of rail- 
roads and the like. What he urges Is 
effective regulation; no mere.

gress is urged to give attention to such 
additional laws as are recommended 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion for essential enlargement of its 
powers. On the subject of control of 
corporations, it sums up the presi- 
dent's attitude to say of him that while 
he wants to go slov/ he wants to keep 
going. 


MESSAGE HAS A WORD TO CUBA. 


President Roosevelt, as an incen- 


tive to good behavior, in his message 
holds over the Cubans the threat of 
extinction of their republic and annex- 
ation of it to the

tion, in the island, the self-effacement 
of the government and the necessity 
for Intervention by the United States, 
together with such steps as were and

that there should even be an apparent 
conflict. 
At present there is no way by 


which the government can onus..- such a 
conflict, when it occurs, to be solved by 
an appeal to a higher court; and the 
wheels of justice are blocked without 
nny real decision of the question. 
I can 


not too strongly urge the passage of tlie 
bill in question. 
A failure to pass it will 
result in seriously hampering the govern- 
ment In its effort to obtain Justi-e. es- 
pecially against wealthy individuals or 
corporations who do wrong: and may also 
prevent the government from obtaining 
justice 
for wageworkers who 
are not 
themselves able effectively to contest a 
case where the judgment of an Inferior 
court has been against them. 
1 have 


specifically In view a recent decision by 
a dlstrict'judge leaving railway employes 
without remedy for violation of a certain 
so-called labor statute. It seems an ab- 
surdity to permit .a single district judge, 
against what mny be the judgment ot tne 
Immense majority of his colleagues on 
the bench, to declare a law solemnly en- 
acted by congress to be "unconstluulon- 
al." and" then to deny the government the 
right to haye the supreme court de'.initcij 
decide the question. 


It is well to recollect that the real effi- 


ciency of the law often depends not upon 
the passage of acts as to which tnere Is 
great public excitement, but upon the 
passage of acts of this nature as to which 
there is not much public excitement, be- 
cause there Is little understanding of 
their importance, while the Interested 
parties are keely alive to the desirabihtv 
of defeating them. 
The Importance of 


enacting into law the particular bill in 
question is further increased by the fact 
that the government has now definitely 
begun a policy of resorting to the crimi- 
nal law In those trust and interstate 
commerce cases where such a course 
offers a reasonable chance of success. At 
first, as was proper, every effort was 
made to enforce these laws by civil pro- 
ceedings, but It has become increasingly 
evident that the action of the government 
In finally deciding. In certain cases, to un- 
dertake criminal proceedings was justi- 
fiable: and tho there have been some 
consplcu-.is failures In these cases, we 
have had many successes, which have 
undoubtedly had a deterrent effect upon 
evil-doers, whether the penalty infl.cted 
was in the shape of fine or imprisonment 
—and penalties of both kinds have already 
been Inflicted by the courts. Of course, 
where tho judge can see bis way to inflict

power of the courts to deal with them 
in the most summary and effective wny 
possible. But so far as possible the abuse 
of the power should be provided against 
by some such law as 1 advocated last 
yea i. 


In this matter of injunctions there is 


lodged in the hands of the judiciary n 
necessary power which' Is 
nevertheless 


subject to the possibility of grave abuse. 
It is a power that should be exercised 
with extreme care and should be subject I 
to the jealous scrutiny of all men. and 
condemnation should be meted out as 
much to the judge who falls to use it 
liyidly when necessary as to the, judge 
who uses it wantonly 
or 
oppressively. 


Of course a judge strong enough to be tit 
for his office will enjoin any resort to 
violence or intimidation, 
especially 
by 


conspiracy, no matter what his opinion 
may be of the rights of the original quar- 
rel. There must be no hesitation In deal- 
ing with disorder. 
But there must like- 
wise be no such abuse of the "Injunctlve 
power as is implied in forbidding labor- 
ing men to strive for their own better- 
ment In peaceful and lawful ways: nor 
must the injunction be used merely to 
aid some big corporation In carrying out 
schemes for its own aggrandizement.

must be remembered that a preliminary 
injunction in n labor case.

granted 


without adequate proof (even when au- 
thority can be found to support the con- 
clusions of law on which It is founded*. 
may often settle the dispute between the 
parties: and therefore if improperly grant- 
ed may do irreparable wrong. Yet there 
are many judges who assume a matter- 
of-course" granting of a preliminary* in- 
junction to be the ordinary and proper 
Judicial disposition of such cases: and 
there have undoubtedly

flagrant 
wrongs committed by Judges in connec- 
tion with labor disputes even within the 
last few years, nltho 1 think much less 
often than in former years.

H Is a great social injustice to 


compel the employe, or rather the family 
of the killed or disabled \li-tim. to bear 
Hie entire burden of such an Inevitable 
sacrifice. 
In other words, society shirks 


Its duty by laying tlie whole cost on the 
victim, whereas the injury comes from 
what may be called the legitimate risks 
of the trade, romponsation for accidents 
or deaths due In any line of Industry to 
the actual conditions under which that 
Industry is carried on. should be paid by 
that portion of the community for the 
benefit of which the industry is carried

• SETTING ASIDE OF JUDGMENTS AND 


GRANTING OF NEW TRIALS. 


.In connection with this matter. I would 


like to call attention to tlie very unsat- 
isfactory state of our criminal 'aw. re- 
sulting In large part 
from the habit of 
setting aside the Judgments of Inferior 
courts on • technicalities 
absolutely un- 
connocted with the merits of tho case. 
and where there Is no attempt to show 
that there has been nny failure of sub- 
stantial Justice. It would be well to en- 
act a law providing something to tho 
effect that: 
No Judgment shall be set aside or new 


trial granted in any cause, civil or crim- 
inal, on the ground of misdirection of the 
Jury or the Improper admission or rejec- 
tion of evidence, or for error as to nny 
matter of pleading or procedure unless. 
In tho opinion of the court to which the 
application Is made, after nn examina- 
tion of the entire cause. It shall affirma- 
tively appear that the error complained of 
has resulted in a miscarriage of justice. 
INJUNCTIONS. 
In my last message I suggested the en- 


actment of n law In connection with the 
Issuance of Injunctions, attention having 
been sharply drawn to the matter hy the 
demand that the right of applying injunc- 


cluslon. tho based on the nicest legal 
reasoning and nrofoundest learning. The 
two Important elements of moral charac- 
ter In a judge nre an earnest desire to 
reach a. just conclusion and courage to 
enforce it. 
In so far as fear of public 
comment docs not affect t:;c courage of a 
Judge, but only spurs him on to search 
his conscience and to reach the result 
which approves Itself to his Inmost heart, 
such comment serves .a useful purpose. 
There are few men. whether - they are 
ludges for life or for a shorter term, who 
do not prefer to earn nnd hold the respect 
of all. and who can not be reached nnd 
made to pause and deliberate by hostile, 
public criticism. 
In the. case, of judges 


having n. life tenure. Indeed, their very 
independence makes the right freely to 
comment on their decisions of greater 
importance, because it Is the only prac- 
tical and available instrument 
In 
tho 


hands of x free people ti keep such judges 
alive lo tho reasonable demands of those 
they serve. • 
"On the other hand, the danger of de- 


stroying the proper Influence of judicial 
decisions by creating unfounded preju- 
dices against the courts justifies and re- 
quires that, unjust attacks shall be met 
and answered. 
Courts must ultimately 


rest their defense upon 
the 
Inherent 
strength of the opinions they deliver as 
tho ground for their conclusions and must 
trust to the calm and deliberate judfr- 
monf. of nil the people as their best vin- 
dication." 
There Is one consideration which should 
be token into account by the good people 
who carry a sound proposition to an ex- 
cess in objecting to any criticism of a 
Judge's decision. 
The Instinct of the 


American rteople as a whole Is sound In 
this matter. They will not subscribe to 
the doctrine thnt nny public servant Is 
to be above, criticism. 
If the best citi- 


zens, those most competent to express 
their judgment In such 'matters, and 
above nil those belonging to the great 
and honorable profession of the bar, so 
profoundly Influential 
In 
American 
life, 


take the position that there shall he no 
criticism of a Judge under any circum- 
stances, their view will not be accepted 
by the American People as a whole. 
In 


such event the people will turn to, and 
tend to accept as Justifiable, the Intem- 
perate and Improper criticism uttered by 
unworthy agitators.

My'nien who own no property; for the man 
who puts money by out. of his earnings, 
like the man who, acquires education, Is 
usually lifted above mere brutal crlmin- 
nltv. 
Of course the best type of education 


for" the colored man, taken as a whole, Is 
Is such education as Is conferred In schools 
like Hampton and TuskcKco; where the 
boys and girls, the young men nnd young 
women, arc trained Industrially as well ns 
In the ordinary public school branches. The 
graduates of these schools turn out well 
In'the great majority of eases, and hardly 
nny of them become criminals, while what 
llitle criminality there Is never takes the 
form of that brutal violence which Invites 
Ivnch law. Every 
graduate 
of 
these 


schools—and for the matter of that every 
other colored man or woman—who lends 
a life so useful nnd honorable ns to win 
the good will and respect of those whites 
whose neighbor he or she Is, thereby helps 
the whole colored race ns It can be helped 
In no other way: for next lo the negro him- 
self the man who can do most to help the 
negro Is his while neighbor who lives near 
blur and onr steady effort should be to 
better the relations betwern 
the two. 


(ireat tho the benefit of these schools has 
been lo their colored pupils and lo the'col- 
ored people, U may well 
he questioned 


justly by his fellows, has as much to fear 
from" the insincere nnd unworthy dema- 
gog. 
promising much 
and 
performing 


nothing, or else performing nothing but 
evil, who would set on the mob to plunder 
the rich as from the crafty corruptlonlst. 
who. for his own ends, would permit the 
common people to be exploited by the very 
wealthy. If we ever -let this government 
fall Into the hands of men of either of 
these two classes, we shall show ourselves 
false to America's past.

RAILROAD EMPLOYEES' HOURS AND 


EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 


I call your attention to the need nf 
passing the hill limiting the number of 
hours of employment of railroad employes. 
The measure Is a very moderate one nnd 
I can conceive of no serious objection to 
It. Indeed, so far as It Is In our power, it 
should be our aim steadily to reduce the 
number of hours of labor, with as a goal 
the general Introduction of an eight-hour 
day. 
There are Industries In which It Is 


not possible that the hours of labor should 
be reduced; just as there ar* communi- 
ties not far enough advanced for such n 
movement to be for their good. If in the 
tropics, so situated that there Is no an- 
alogy between their needs ana ours in 
this matter. On the Isthmus of Panama, 
for Instanr.c. the conditions are In every 
way 30 different from what they are here 
that an eight-hour day would he absurd; 
Just as it '.s absurd, so far as the Isthmus 
Is concerned, where white labor can not 
tie. employed, to bother as to whether the 
necessary work Is done by alien black 
men or by alien yellow men: But the 
wageworkers of the United States are of 


!y and properly add It to the legitimate 
cost of production nnd assess it propor- 
tionnt"ly upon the consumers of his com- 
modity. It Is therefore clear to my mind 
that the law should place tills entire "risk 
of a trade" upon -the employer. Neither 
the Federal law. nor. as far as I am In- 
formed, the State laws dealing with the 
question of employers' liability are suf- 
ficiently thoniK'ilnt;. 
The 
Federal law 
should of course Include employes in 
navy-yards, arsenals, and the like.

H would 
be a veritable calamity to fall to put a 
premium upon individual Initiative, indi-

rapnolly nnd 
effort: 
upon 
the 
energy, character, and foresight which It 
Is so 'important to encourage In tho Indi- 
vidual 
But as a matter of fact tho dead- 


ening and degrading effect of pure SO- 
clallsm.and especially of Its extreme form 
communism, and the destruction of In- 
dividual 
character 
which 
they would 
bring about', are In part achieved'by'the 
wholly 
unregulated 
competition 
which 


results In a single Individual or corpora- 
tion rising at the expense of nil others 
until his or its rise effectually checks all 
competition and reduces former competi- 
tors to a. position ot utter InfcrlorUy and 
subordination. 
In enacting and enforcing such legisla- 


tion as this "Congress already has to Its 
credit, we nre working on n. coherent 
plan, with the -ntcady endeavor to se- 
cure' the needed reform by the Joint ac- 
tion of the, moderate men. the plain men 
who do not wish anything hysterical or 
dangerous, but who do Intend to deal in 
resolute commonsenso fashion with the 
real and great evils of the present sys- 
tem. 
The reactionaries and the violent 


extremists show symptoms of Joinhm 
bands against us. 
Both assert, for. In- 
stance, that If'logical." wo should go to 
rovernmcnt ownership of railroads and 
the like: the reactionaries, because on 
such an Issue they think the people would 
stand with them, while' the extremists 
care rather to preach discontent-nnd agi- 
tation than to achieve solid results. As 
a matter of fact, our position Is as re 
mote, from thnt of tho Bourbon reaction 
nrv as from thnt of the Impracticable or 
sinister visionary. Wo bold that the Gov- 
ernment should not conduct the busi- 
ness of the nation, hut that It should ex- 
ercise such supervision as will Insure Its 
being conducted In the Interest of the na- 
tion. 
Our aim Is. so far ns mny be. to 
secure, for all decent, hard working men, 
equality of opportunity nnd equality of 
burden. 
The actual working of our laws Vms 


.shown that the effort to prohibit all 
combination, good or bad. Is noxious 
where it is not ineffective. Combination 
of capital like combination of labor Is a 
necessary element of our present Indus- 
trial system. 
It Is not possible com- 


pletely to prevent It: nud If It were pos- 
sible 
such complete 
prevention would 


do damage to the body politic. What, we 
need is not vainly to try to prevent all 
combination, but to secure such rigor- 
ous nnd adequate control nnd supervi- 
sion of the combinations as to prevent 
their Iniurlng the public, or existing In 
'such form as inevitably to threaten In- 
jury—for the mere fact that a combina- 
tion has secured practically complete con- 
trol of a necessary of life would under 
any circumstances show that such com- 
'blnatlon was to be presumed to be ad- 
verse to the public Interest. It Is unfor- 
tunate that our present, laws should for- 
bid nil combinations. Instead of sharply 
discriminating .between those 
combina- 
tions which do good and those combina- 
tions which do evil. 
Rebates, for in- 
stance are as often due to the pressure 
of big'shippers (as was shown In the In- 
vestigation of the Standard Oil company 
and as has been shown since by the Inves- 
tigation of the tobacco and sugar trusts) 
ns to the Initiative of big railroads. Often 
railroads would like to combine for the 
. . . . . . 
from 


epensc of small'shippers nnd of the gen- 
eral public. Such a combination, instead 
of being forbidden by law, should be fa- 
vored. 
Tn other words, It should bo per- 


mitted to railroads to mnke agreements, 
provided these agreements 
were sanc- 


tioned hy the. Interstate commerce com- 
slon and were published. With thesn two 
conditions complied with It Is Impossible 
to see what harm such a 
combination 


could do to the public nt large. It Is a 
public evil to hn.ve on the. statute books

• cause both Judges and juries realize that 
Its full enforcement would destroy the 
business of the country; for the result Is 
to make decent railroad men violators of 
the law against their win, nnd to put a 
'premium on the hehavl.ir of the

wrongdoer inlo.closu association, and in

In Justice to all parlies, we ought 


probably to add that It is difficult to see 
how our Interstate railways could be op- 
erated witli due regard to the interest of 
the shipper and the railway without con- 
certed action of .the kind nfTorded thru 
these associations." 
This means that the law as construed 


by the supreme court is such that the, 
business ot" the country can not be con- 
ducted without breaking it. I recommend 
that you give careful and early consid- 
eration to this subject, and if you find 
the opinion of the interstate commerce 
commission justified, that you amend the 
law so as to obviate the evil disclosed. 


INHERITANCE AND INCOME TAX. ^ 


The question of taxation is difficult' In 


any country, lint it is especially 
diffi- 


cult in ours with its federal system of 
government- 
Some taxes should on every 


ground be levied in a small district for 
use In that district. 
Thus the taxation 


of real estate is peculiarly one for the 
immediate locality in which the real es- 
tate is found. 
Again, there is no more 


legitimate tax for any state than a tn:c 
on the franchises conferred by that state 
upon street railroads and similar corpor- 
ations which operate wholly within tiie 
state boundaries, sometimes in one and 
sometimes in several 
municipalities or 
other minor divisions of the state. 
But 


there are many kinds of taxes which can. 
only be levied by the general government 
so as to produce the best results, be- 
cause. among other reasons, the attempt 
to impose them in one particular state too 
often results merely in driving the cor- 
poration or individual affected to some 
other locality or other state. The national 
government 'has long derived Its revenue, 
from the tariff on Imports and from an 
Internal or excise tax. In addition to 
these there is every reason why. when 
next our system of taxation is revised, the 
national government 
should 
impose a 


graduated Inheritance tax. and. if possi- 
ble. a graduated income tax. 
The man of 
great wealth owes :t peculiar obligation 
to the state, because he derives special 
advantages from the mere existence ot 
government. 
Not only should he recog- 


nize this obligation in the way he leads 
his dally life, and in tno way he earns 
and spends his money, but It should also 
be recognized by the way In which he 
pays for tho protection the state gives 
him. On the one hand. It Is desirable that 
he should assume his full and proper 
share of the burden ot taxation: on thg 
other hand. It is quite, as necessary that 
In this kind of taxation, where the men 
who vote the tax pay but little of it. 
there should be clear recognition of tha 
danger of Inaugurating any such system 
pave In a spirit of entire Justice nnd 
moderation. 
Whenever we. as a people. 


undertake, to remodel our taxation system 
niong tho linen suggested, we must mak« 
It clear beyond 
pet-adventure that our 


aim is to distribute the burden of sup- 
porting the government more equitably 
than :tt present; that we Intend to treat 
rich man and 
poor man 
on 
a 
basis 


of absolute equality, and that we regard 
It ax equally fatal to true democracy to do 
or penult Injustice to the one as to do or 
permit Injustice to the other. 


I am well aware that such n subject ns 


this needs long and careful study In order 
Hint the people mny become familiar with 
what Is proposed to be done, may clearly 
nee Ihe necessity of proceeding with wis- 
dom aild Kclf-rcstntlnt. and may make up 
their minds Just how far they nro witling 
to go In the matter; while only trained 
legislators can work out the project In 
ncccnsnry detail. 
Hut I feel t h a i In Ihe 
near future onr national leglslntors should 
enact a Inw providing for n gradunted In- 
heritance tnx by which a steadily 
Ing 
f duty should be put upon all

poration.

merce clause of the constitution, nnd thin 
l« one reasrth why 1 so earnestly hop* 
thnt both the legislative 
and

brunches of the. government will construe;

broadest possible manner. 
We can. how- 


ever. In such n matter as Industrial train- 
In?. In such n matter as child labor nnd 
factory lawn set an example to the states 
by enacting the most advanced legisla- 
tion thnt can wisely be enacted for the 
District of Columbia. 


AGRICULTURE. 


The only other persons whose welfare 
ll an vital to the welfare of the whole 
u.jiintry as Is the welfare of the wage- 
workers are the tillers of the noli, the 
farmers. It Is a more truism to say that 
no growth of cities, no growth of wealth, 
no Industrial development can atono for 
any 
falling off In the 
character 
nnd 
standing 
of 
the 
farming 
population. 


During the last few decades this fact 
has been recognized with ever-Increasing 
clearness. There In nn longer any fnlluro 
to realize thnt farming, at least In for- 
tnln branches, must become a technical 
and scientific profession. 
This means 
that there must be open to farmers the 
chance, for technical nnd scientific train- 
Ing, not theoretical merely but of the most 
severely practical type. The farmer rep- 
resents n peculiarly high type of American 
citizenship, and he must have the same 
chance to rise nnd develop ns. other Amer- 
ican citizens have. 
Moreover. It Is ex- 


actly as true of the farmer, ns It Is of 
thn business man nnd the wageworker. 
thnt the ultimate success of the nation 
nf which he forms a part must bn round- 
ed not along on material prosperity but 
upon high moral, mental, and physical de- 
velopment. Thlg education of the farmer 
—self-education hy preference, hut also 
education from the outside, as with all 
other men—Is peculiarly necessary here 
in the United States, where the frontier 
conditions even 111 the newest states have 
now nearly vanished, where there must 
be, a substitution of a. more Intensive 
system of cultivation for the old wasteful 
farm management, nnd where there must 
be a better business organization among 
the farmers themselves. 


Several factors must co-operate in the 


improvement of the farmer's Condition. 
Ho must have the chnnce to be edu- 
cated In the widest possible sense—In tho 
senns which keeps ever In view the Inti- 
mate relationship between the theory of 
education and' the facts of life.. In all 
education we should widen our alms. 
It 
U a good thing to produce a certain num- 
ber of trained scholars and students; hut 
the 
education 
superintended 
by 
thft 
etate mun.eeck rather to produce a, hun- 
dred £ood citizens 
than 
merely 
one 
scholar, and It must be turned now and 
then from (he class book to the study of 
th« great book of 'nature Itself. This I.I 
especially true of the. farmer, as has been 
pointed out again and again tiy'all observ- 
ers most competent 
to pass 
practical 


judgment on thn problems of our country 
life. 
All students now realize that edu- 
cation must seek to train the executive 
powers of young people and to confer 
more real significance, upon tho phras'i 
"dignity of labor." and to prepare thn 
pupils BO that In addition to each devel- 
oping In tho highest degree his individual 
capacity for work, they may 
together 


help create a right public opinion, and 
show In many ways social and co-opera- 
tive spirit. . Organization has [become 
necessary In the business world; and It 
has accomplished much good In the World 
of labor. 
It la no less 
necessary 
for 


farmers. Such a movement as the jfranso 
movement Is noort In Itself and In capable 
"f a well-nigh infinite further extension 
for good so long as It Is Itept to Its own 
li-eliimale biiplnesK. The be.nflts to be de- 
rived by the association of fanners for 
mutual advantage nre partly economic 
and partly sociological. 
Moreover, while In the long run volun- 
tary effort will prove more efficacious 
than government. riFRlFtance. while the 
farmers must primarily do most for them- 
.ir-lves, y»t til" government can also do 
much. 
The department of agriculture 
has broken new ground In many direc- 
tions, nnd year by year it ftndn how It 
ran improve Its methods and develop 
fresh usefulness. !tn constant effort Is tn 
clve th? governmental assistance In tho 
most effective way; that Is. thru nsttocui - 
tions of formers rathe.r than to or thru 
individual farmers. 
It Is also striving to 


ro-ordinal" Its work with tho agricul- 
tural departments of the several atnte.s, 
find so far aft Its own work Is educntlnnnl. 
to co-ordinate it with Wic work of other 
educational authorities, 
Aurlcnlturnl **d- 


cation

breeders' associations, horticultural 
as- 
sociations, and the like. A striking ex- 
ample of how th* government and the 
farmers ran co-operate is shown in con- 
nection with the menace offered to the 
cotton growers of the. southern states by 
the advance of the boll weevil. The de- 
partment Is doing all it can to organize 
the farmers in the threatened districts. 
Just as it has been doing all it can to or- 
ganize them in aid of Its work to eradi- 
cate the cattle fever tick In the south. 
The department can and will co-operate 
with all such associations, and It must 
have their help if Its own work is to bo 
done In the most efficient style. 


IRRIGATION AND FOREST PRESER-

ple of the states in which they lie. thru 
their representatives in the congress se- 
cure vigorous action by tne national gov- 
ernment.

whereas In Canada the corresponding dif- 
ference Is but 2 percent.

of course, guard the interests of western 
nnd southern bankers as carefully ns it 
guards the Interests of New York or CUI- 
cago bankers: and must be drawn from tlie 
standpoints of the farmer and the mer- 
chant no less than from the standpoints of 
th- city banker and the country banker.

PHILIPPINE TARIFF. 


I most earnestly hope that a bill to pro- 
vide a lower tariff for or else absolute 
free trade In Philippine products 
will 


become ft law. 
JCo harm will come to 


anv American industry; and while there 
will be some small but real material ben- 
efit to the Filipinos, the main benefit win 
come by the showing made as to our 
purpose to do all In our power for their 
welfare. 
So far our action In the Phil- 


ippines has been abundantly 
Justified, 


not mainly and indeed not primarily be- 
caues of the added dlcnlty it has given 
us as a nation by proving that we aru 
capable honorably ond efficiently to bear 
the International burdens which a mights- 
people should bear, but even more be- 
cause of the immense benefit that has 
come to the people 
of the 
Philippine 


Islands. In these Islands we are steadily 
introducing both liberty and order, to u 
greater degree than their people have 
ever before known. We h»ve secured Jus- 
tice. We have provided an efficient po- 
lice force, and have put down ladronlsm. 
Only In the Islands of Leyte and Samnr 
Is the authority of our government re- 
sisted nnd this by wild mountain tribes 
under the superstitious inspiration of fa- 
kirs and pseudo-religious lenders. 
We 
are constantly Increasing the measure of 
liberty accorded the islanders, and next 
spring, if conditions warrant, we shall 
take a great stride forward In testing 
their capacity for self-government 
by 


summoning the first Filipino legislative 
assembly: and the why in which they 
Ftind this test will largely determln-i 
whether the self-government thus crnut- 


will be Increased or decreased; for If 


wo hovr erred at nil !n the Philippines 
It har. been In proceeding too rapidly In 
the direction of granting" n large mciiti- 
urc of self-government. We are bulldiiu; 
roads. 
We have, for the Immeasurnbl" 
good of the people, arranged for the 
building of railroads, l.ct us also sec to 
It that they tire given access to our m:ir- 
kets. 
This nation owes no rnorc Impv 


tlve duty to Itself nnd mankind than the 


duty of managolng tb»* affnlrn of nil the

PORTO RICAN AFFAIRS.

HAWAII. 


The needs of 
Hawaii 
are 
peculiar: 
e'-ery aid should be given the Islands: ami 
our effort! should be unceasing to develop 
them alone 'he lines of a community of 
email freeholders, not of great planters 
with coolie-tilled estates. Situoted an thin 
territory Is. In the middle of the Paclllc. 
there are duties Imposed upon this smali 
community which do not full In like de- 
gree or mnnn»r upon any other American 
community. This warrants our treating 
It differently from the way In which w« 
treat territories contiguous to or sur- 
rounded by slater territories 
or 
other 
states, end Justifies the setting aside of 
a portion of our revenues to bo expend- 
ed for educational nnd Internal Improve- 
ments therein. 
Hawaii Is now making 


nn effort to secure Immigration fit In the 
end to assume the duties und burden* 
of full American citizenship, and when- 
ever the leaders In the various Industries 
of thoso Islands finally adopt our Ideals 
and heartily join our administration !;i 
endeavoring to develop n. middle class of 
substantial citizens, a way will then be 
found to deal with the commercial nnd 
Industrial problems which now appear lo 
them so serious. The best Americanism 
Is that which alms for stnblllty nnd per- 
manency of prnsperor.s citlzeushlp. ratl^r 
than Immediate returns on large masses 
of capital. 


ALASKA. 


Alaska's needs have been partially met, 
but there must be a complete reorgani- 
zation of the governmental system, as I 
have .before indicated to you. I ask your 
especial attention to this. Our fellow-cit- 
izens who dwell on the shores of Puget 
Sound with characteristic energy are ar- 
ranging to hold In Seattle the Alaska- 
Yukon-Paclfto exposition. Its special alms 
Include the upbuilding of Alaska and the 
development of Amertcan commerce on 
the Pacific oqeftn. This exposition. !n Its 
purposes a,nd scope, should appeal not only 
to the people of the Pacific slope, but to 
the people of the United States at large. 
Alaska since It was bought has yielded 
to the government eleven millions of dol- 
lars of revenue, and has produced nearly 
three hundred millions of dollars In gold, 
furs and flsh. When properly developed 
It will become in a. large degree a land 
of homes. 
Tbe countries norgerlng the 


Pacific ocean have a population more 
numerous than that of all the countries 
of Europe; their annual foreign Coni- 
merca amounts to over three billions of 
dollars, of which the share of the United 
States is some seven hundred millions of 
dollars. 
If this trade were thoroly un- 


derstood and pushed by our mnnuf.xcturers 
and producers, the Industrie!! not only nf 
tbe Pacific slope, but of all our country, 
and particularly of our cotton growing 
states, would bo 
flreatly 
benefited. Of 
course. Inorder to get these benefits. w.i 
must treat fairly the countries with which 
wo trade. 


INTERNATIONAL MORALITY. 


U is n. mistake, nnd It betrays n spirit 


of foolish clnlclsm to maintain that all 
international governmental action le, nnd 
must ever be, baaed upon mere, selfish- 
ness and that to advance ethical rensonn 
for snch action Is, always a. sign of hy- 
pocrisy. 
This Is no more necessarily 
true of the action of governments than 
of the action of Individuals. 
It Is n 
sure sign of a base nature always to ns- 
orlho base motives for the actions of 
others. 
Unquestionably no nation cnn 


afford to disregard proper considerations 
of self-interest, any more than a prlvnto 
Individual can do so. 
But. It In equally 
true that the average private Individual 
In any really decent 
community 
does 


many actions with reference to otner 
men In which he Is guided, not hy self- 
Interest, but by public spl.u, by regard 
for the rights of othors. by disinterested 
purpose to do good to others, and to rolso 
the tone of the community as 
n whole. 


Similarly, a 
really great 
nation must 


often act. nnd as a matter of fact often 
does act. towards other nations lu p. spirit 
not In tbe least of mere self-Interest, but 
paying heed "hletly to ethical reasons; 
and as the centuries go by this disinter- 
estedness In International action, tilts ten- 


dency of the Individuals coraprlalpg a na- 
tion to require that nation to act with 
justice toward Its 
neighbors, 
steadily 
grows and strengthens. 
It 
Is neither 


wise nor right for a nation to disregard 
its own needs, and it is foolish—and may 
be wicked—to think that other nations 
will disregard theirs. 
But it is wicked 


for a nation only to regard its own Inter- 
est, and foolish to believe that such Is 
the sole motive that actuates any other 
nation. It should be our steady slm to 
raise the. ethical standard of. national 
action just as we striie to raise the eth- 
ical standard cf individual action. 


Not only must we treat all nations fair- 


ly, but we must treat with Justice and 
good will all Immigrants whp come here 
under the law. 
Whether they are Cath- 


olic, or Protestant. Jew or Gentile: whether 
they com** from England or Germany, Kua- 
Ma, Japan, ur Italy, mutters nothlug. 
All 


.we have a right to ijuestlon Is the iunii'8 
conduct. 
If he Is honest and upright In 


hU dealings with his neighbor and wltU 
the BtJitf, then he Is entitled to respect ami 
500*1 treatment. 
'Kspe^taIly do we need 


t<) remember our duty to tbe stronger with- 
lu our pates. 
It is the sure mark of fl low 
civilization, a low morality, to abuse or 
discriminate ngaiust <>r in nny way humili- 
ate su«*h stranger iyho has come here law- 
fully aud who I* conducting himself prop- 
erly. 
To remember this is incumbent on 
every American cltlien. and It Is of course 
peculiarly incumbent on every government 
official, whether of the nation or of the sev- 
eral states, 


I cm prompted to say this by the atti- 


tude of hostility here nud there nssuine'l 
toward the Japanese In Ihis country. This 
hostility Is sporadic nml Is limited to 'n 
very few places. 
Nevertheless, it Is rnpst 


discreditable to us a« ,a people, nnd It may 
he fraught with the gravest consequences 
to the nut Ion. 
The friendship between

CUBA. 


Last August an Insurrection broke out 


In Cuba which It speedily grew evident 
that the existing Cuban government was 
powerless to quell. This government wae 
repeatedly asked by the then Cuban gov- 
ernment to Intervene and finally was -no- 
tified by the president of Cuba that he in- 
tended to resign; that his decision was 
Irrevocable: that none of the other con- 
stitutional officers would consent to carry 
on the government, and that be was pow- 
erless to maintain order. It was evident 
that chaos was impending, and there was 
every probability that If steps were not 
immediately taken by this government to 
try to restore order, the representatives 
of various European nations In the Island 
*ould apply to their respective govern- 
ments for armed intervention In order 
to protect the livos and property of their 
citizens. Thanks to the preparedness of 
our navy, I was Immedlate:y able to send 
enough ships to Cuba to prevent the sit- 
uation from becoming hopeless; and I 
furthermore dispatched to Cuba tbe sec- 
retary of war and the assistant secretary 
of state. In order that they might grap- 
ple with the situation on tbe ground. All 
efforts to secure an agreement between 
the contending factions, by which tbey 
should themselves come to an amicable 
understanding and settle upon some mo- 
dus vlvendl—some provisional government 
of their own—failed. 
Finally the presi- 
dent of 
the republic 
resigned. 
The 


quorum of congress assembled failed by 
deliberate purpose of ; Its members. 
KO 
that there was no power to act on Ills 
resignation, and the government come to 
a halt. In accordance with the so-called 
Platt amendment, which was embodied 
in the constitution of Cuba. I thereupon 
proclaimed a provisional government for 
the Island, tbe secretary of war acting 
as provisional governor until he could 
be replaced by Mr. Magoon. the late 
minister to Panama and governpr of tho 
Canal zone on the isthmus: troops were 
sent to support them and to relieve the 
navy, the expedition being handled with 
most satisfactory speed and 
efficiency. 


The insurgent chiefs Immediately agr«";d 
that their troops should lay down their 
arms and disband: and the agreement 
was carried out. The provisional govern- 
ment has left the personnel of the old 
government and the old laws, so far as 
might be. unchanged, and will thus ad- 
minister the Island for a few months until 
tranqilllty can be restored, a new election 
properly held and a now government In- 
augurated. Peace has come In the island; 
and the harvesting of the sugar cane crop, 
the great crop of the Island, is about to 
proceed. 


When the election lias been held and 


the 
new- 
government 
inaugurated 
In 


peaceful nnd orderly fashion the provis- 
ional government will come to an end. 
I take this opportunity 
of 
expressing 


upon behalf of tbe -American people, with 
all possibly solemnity, our most earnest 
hope that the people of Cuba will realize 
the imperative need of preserving justice 
and keeping order In the Island. 
The 


United State* wishes nothing of Cuba 
except that it shall prosper morally and 
materially, nnd wishes nothing of the 
Cubans save that they Ph.ili be able to 
preserve order i-ur.ong themselves and 
therefore preserve their 
Independence. 


If the elections become a force, and If 
the insurrectionary habit becomes con- 
firmed in the. island. It Is absolutely out 
if the question that the island should 
continue Independent: and tho United 
States, which has assumed tbe sponsor- 
ship before the civilized world for Cuba's 
career as .1 nation, would a-rain have to 
Intervene nnd see that the government 
was managed In such orderly fashion as 
to secure the safety of life and property. 
The path to be trodden by tlms? who 
exercise self-government is nlwiiys hard, 
nnd we should huve even charity nnd pn- 
tlcnce with the Cubans as they trend this 
difficult path. 
I have the utmost sym- 
rtthy with. Hnd rn.prd fnr. them; but 
most earnestly adjure them solemnly 


tn, weigh their responsibilities 
and 
to 
see that when their new government In 
started It shall run smoothly, nnd with 
freedom 
from 
n«srnnt denial of right 


on the one hand, nnd from Insurrectionary 
disturbances nn tbe other. 


THE RIO CONFERENCE. 


The second International conference of 
American republics, held in Mexico in the 
years 1001-2., provided for the holding of 
the third conference within flvo yours, 
nnd committed the fixing of the time and 
place and the arrangements for the. ccm- 
tnce to the governing hoard of the bureau 
of American republics, composed of this 
representatives of nil the American na- 
tions In Washington. 
That board dip- 
charged the duty Imposed upon It with 
marked fidelity nnd 
painstaking cnrv. 


and upon the courteous Invitation of the 
United States of Brazil, the conference 
was held nt Rio dc Janeiro, continuing 
from the 23d nf July to the 29th of Au- 
gust last. Many subjects of common In- 
terest to nil the American nations were 
illscust by the conference, and the con- 
clusions reached, embodied In n series of 
resolutions and proposed conventions, will 
be laid before you upon tlm coming In of 
the final report of the American dele- 
gates. 
They contain many matters of 


Importance relating to the extension of 
trade, the Increase of communication, the 
unioothing away of barriers to free inter- 
course, and the promotion of g. better 
knowledge and good understanding be- 
tween the, different countries represented. 
The meeting?* of the conference were, har- 
monious and the conclusions were, reached 
with substantial unanimity. It la Inter- 
esting to observe that lu the- successive 
conferences which have been held the 
representative!! of the different Ameri- 
can nations have been learning to work 
together effectively, for. while, the first 
conference In Washington In 1889, and the 
second conference in Mexico in 1901-2. 
occupied many months, with much timo 
wasted In all unregulated and fruitless 
discussion, the thirij conference at Rio 
exhibited much of the facility In the prac- 
tical dispatch of business which charac- 
terizes permanent 
deliberative 
bodies, 


nnd completed its labors within the pe- 
riod of six weeks originally allotted for 
Its sessions. 


Quite apart from the specific value of 
the conclusions reached by the confer- 
ence, the example of the representatives 
of all the American nations engaging in 
harmonious HIM kindly consideration and 
discussion of subjects of common Inter- 
est Is Itself of great and substantial value 
for the promotion of reasonable and con- 
siderate treatment of all International 
questions. The thanks of this country are 
due to the government of Brazil and to 
the people of Rio dc Janeiro for the gen- 
erous hospitality with which our delegates 
In common with the others, were receiv- 
ed, entertained, and facilitated in their 
work. 


Incidentally to the meeting of the con- 


ference, 'the wecrotdry of state visited the 
city of Rio da Janeiro and was cordially 
received by the conference, of which he 
was made an honorary president. 
Tne, 


announcement of his Intention to make 
this visit was followed by most courte- 
ous nnd urgent Invitations from nearly 
all the countries of South America to 
visit them as tbe guest of their govern- 
ments. 
It was deemed that by the ac- 


ceptance of these Invitations we mlgjit 
appropriately express the real respect and 
friendship In which we hold our sister 
republics of the southern continent, and 
the secretary accordingly, visited Bra- 
zil. 
Uruguay. Argentina. 
Chile. 
Peru. 
Panama and Columbia. 
Tie 
refrained 


from vIsltliiR Paraguay, Bolivia nnd Ko- 
uador only because th,e distance of their 
capitals from the seaboard mnde It Im- 
practicable with the, time nt his dis- 
posal. 
He carried with him a messHge 


of peace and friendship, and of strong 
desire for good understanding and mutual 
helpfulness; and be was everywhere re- 
ceived In the spirit of his message. The 
members of the government, the press, 
the learned professions. Ihe men of busi- 
ness, and tho great masses nf the people 
united every,wehere in omphatlc response, 
to his friendly expressions nnd In doing 
honor to the country nnd cause which he 
represented. 


In many parts of South Amerlon tne.-e 


has bei>n much misundpmnndlng of the nt- 
tltiiue ond purposes of the United Stati-s 
toward the other American republics. 
,An 


Idmi bad becume prevalent (bat our asser- 
tion of the Monroe Iioetrlne Implied, or 
dirtied with It. an assumption of nuper- 
lorlty, nnd of n right lo exercise nomo 
kind of protectorate over MIC countries to 
whose territory 
thrtt 
doctrine 
applies. 


Nothing could be farther from tile truth. 
Yet that Impression continued to bo 
a 


serious barrier to good understanding, to 


friendly Intercourse, to the introduction of 
American capital and the exteuslon of 
American trade. 
Tbe Impression was £•> 
widespread that apparently It could uot be 
reached by any ordinary means. 
It was part of Secretary Hoot's mission 


tu dispel this unfounded Impression, and 
there Is Just cause to believe that he lias 
succeeded. 
In an address to the third con- 


ference at Rio on the 31st of July—an ad- 
dress of such note that I send It In, to- 
gether with this message—he said: 


"We wish for no victories but those of 
peace: for no territory except our own: 
for no sovereignty except the sovereignty 
over ourselves. 
We deem the Indepen- 


dence nnd enua! rights of the smallest ami 
weakest member of the family of nations 
entitled to us much respect as those of the 
greatest empire, and we deeui the obser- 
vance 'of that respect the chief guaranty 
of the weak against the oppression of the 
strong. 
We neither claim nor desire any 
rights or privileges or powers that we •!;> 
not freely concede to every American re- 
public. 
We wish to "Increase our prosper- 


ity, to extend our trade, to grow In wealth. 
IP wisdom, ahd in spirit, but onr concep- 
tion of the true way to accomplish this 's 
not to pull down others and profit by 
their nilu, but to help nil friends to a com- 
mon prosperity and a common growth, tuiit 
we may all become greater aud stronger 
tosetlier. 
Within a few months for the 


first time the recognized 
possessors 
of 
every foot of soil upon the American con- 
tinents can be and I hope will be repre- 
sented with the acknowledged rights 
of 


equal sovereign states In the great World 
Congress at The Hague. 
This will be tbe 
world's formal and final acceptance of the 
declaration that 110 part of the American 
Continents is to be deemed subject to col- 
onization. 
Let us pledge ourselves to aid 


each other In the full performance of the 
duty to humanity 
which that accepted 


declaration Implies, so that In time the 
weakest and most unfortunate of our re- 
publics may come to march with equal 
step by the side of tbe stronger and more- 
fortunate. 
Let us help each other 
to 


show that for all tbe races of men the 
liberty for which we have 
fought rind 


labored Is the twin sister of justice 
and 
peac«. 
Let us unite In 
creating 
and 


maintaining and making effective an all- 
American public opinion, whose power shall 
Influence International conduct and pre- 
vent International wrong, and narrow the 
causes of war, and forever preserve our 
free lands from the burden of such arm- 
aments ns are massed behind the frontiers 
of Europe, and bring us ever nearer to the 
perfection and trade, wealth, learning, the 
arts, 'nnd happiness for us all." 
These words appear to have been re- 


ceived with acclaim In every part of South 
America. 
They 
have my hearty 
ap- 


proval, as I am sure they will have yours, 
aud I cau not be wrong In the conviction 
that tbey correctly represent 
the senti- 
ments of the whole American people. 
I 


run not better characterize the true atti- 
tude of the United States In Its assertion 
of the Monroe Doctrine than In the words 
oT the distinguished former minister 
.if 


foreign affairs of Argentina. Doctor lirag), 
lu his speech welcoming 
Mr. 
Hoot 
at 


Huenos Ayres. 
He spoke of— 
"The traditional policy of tbe United 
Stales (which) without accentuating su- 
periority or seeking preponderance, con- 
demned the oppression of the nations of 
this part of the world and tile control of 
their destinies by the great powers of Bn- 
rope."

In my message to you on the r,th of De- 


cember, 100r», I "called your attention to the 
embarrassment that might be caused to 
this government hy the assertion by for- 
eign 'nations of the right to collect 
by 


force of arms contract debts due by .Amer- 
ican republics to citizens of the collecting 
nation, and to the danger thnt the process 
of eonipulsory collection might result. In 
the occupation of territory tending to be- 
come permanent. 
1 then snld: 


"Oim own gorernment has always 
re- 


fused to enforce such contractual obliga- 
tions 011 behalf of Its citizens by nn iip- 
peol to arms. 
It Is much to he wlsht that 


all foreign governments would lake tba 
same view." 
This subject was one of the topics of 
consideration at the conference ot. Hlo and 
n resolution was adopted by that confer- 
ence recommending to the respective gov- 
ernments represented "to consider the ad- 
visability of asking tbe Second Peace Con- 
ference at The Hague to examine the ques- 
tion of the compulsory collection of puh- 
itr debts, and In general, means tending 
to dlniinlsl) among nations conflicts of 
purely pecuniary origin." 


This resolution was supported 
by the 


representatives of the United Plates In ac- 
cordance with the following Instructions: 


"It has lone been the established policy 


of the United States not to use Its armed 
forces for the collection of ordinary con- 
tract debts due to Its citizens by other 
governments. 
We have not considered 


the use of force for such a purpose con- 
sisteut. with that respect for the Inde- 
pendent sovereignty of other members of 
the family of nations, which is the most 
Imporlant principle of International law 
nnd Ihe chief protection of weak nations 
ngiilnut the oppression of the strong. 
It 
seems to us that the practise Is Injurious 
lu Its general effect upon the relations of 
nntlons'ttnd upon the welfare of weak and 
disordered 
states, 
whose 
development 


ought to be encouraged In the Interests of 
civilization: that It offers frequent tempta- 
tion to bullying and oppression ond to un- 
necessary and unjustifiable warfare. 
We 
regret that other powers, whose opinions 
and sense of Justice we esteem highly, have 
at times taken a different view and nave 
permitted themselves, tbo we believe with 
reluctance, to collect such debts by force. 
It Is doubtless true that the non-payment 
of public debts may be, accompanied by 
sueh circumstances of fraud nnd wrong- 
dolne or violation of treaties as to Justlfr 
the use of force. 
This government would 
bo giad to see an international considera- 
tion of the subject which shall discriminate 
'between such eases and the simple nonpar- 
fonnance of a contract with a private per- 
son, and a resolution In favor of reliance 
upon peaceful means In cases of tbe latter 
class. 
"It Is not felt, however, that the con- 


ference, at Rio should undertake to make 
such a discrimination or to resolve upon 
such n rule. Most of the American coun- 
tries nre still debtor nations, while the 
countries of Europe are the creditors. 
If the Rio conference, therefore, were to 
take such action It would have the op- 
pre.rance of a meeting of debtors re- 
solving how their creditor? should act. 
nnd this would not Inspire respect. The 
true course Is indicated by the terms 
of tho program, which proposes to request 
the second Hague conference, whtre hotli 
creditors nnd debtors will be assembled, 
to consider the subject." 


CENTRAL AMERICA. 


Last June troublo which had existed 


for some tlmis between the republics of 
Salvador. Guatemala and Hdnduras cul- 
minated In n war1—a war which threat- 
ened to be ruinous to the countries in- 
volved and very destructive to the com- 
mercial Interests of Amorlcn.ns. Mexicans 
and other foreigners who are' taking nn 
Important part In the. developomqnt of 
theso countries. The thoroly good under- 
standing which exists between the United 
Stiles nnd Mexico enabled this govern- 
ment and that of Mexico to unite. In effec- 
tive mediation between the warring re- 
publics; which mediation 
resulted, 
not 


without long-continued and patient effort, 
In bringing about a meeting of the rep- 
resentatives of the hostile powers on 
board a United States warship ns neutral* 
territory, and pence was there concluded; 
n peace which resulted In the saving of 
thousands of lives nnd In thn prevention 
of «n Incalculable amount of mlsr.ry nnd 
the destruction of property nnd of the 
means of livelihood. The Rio conferer.cn 
past the following resolution In reference, 
to tills action: 


"That the third International American 


conference shall uddrcts to the presidents 


of the United States of America and ol 
the United States of Mexico a note in 
which the conference which is being li«Id 
at Rio expresses Its satisfaction at tli« 
happy results of their mediation for the 
celebration of peace between the repub- 
lics of Guatemala, Honduras and 
Sal- 


vador." 
This affords an excellent example -.if 


one way In which the influence of tbe 
United Stales can properly be exercised 
for the benefit of the peoples of the west- 
ern hemisphere: that is. by nctlon taken 
In concert with other American repub- 
lics nud therefore free from those suspi- 
cions nnd prejudices which might attach 
if the action were taken by one alone. 
In this way It Is possible to exercise a 
powerful Influence toward the substitu- 
tion of considerate action in the spirit of 
Justice for the insurrectionary of inter- 
national violence 
which 
has 
hitherto 


been so great a hindrance to the devel- 
opment of many of our neighbors. Re- 
pealed examples of united action by sev- 
eral or many American republics in favor 
of peace, by urging cool and reasonable 
Instead of excited ond belligerent treat- 
ment of international controversies, can 
not fall to promote the growth of a 
general public opinion among the Ameri- 
can nations which will elevate the stand- 
ards of International action, strengthen 
the sense of international duty 
among 
governments, and tell in favor of the 
peace of mankind. 


PANAMA TRIP. 


I have just returned from

THE ALGECIRAS CONVENTION. 


The Algeclras convention, which was 


signed by the United States as well as 
by most of the powers of Europe, super- 
sedes the previous convention of 1SSO, 
which was also signed 
by the. 
United 
States and a majority of the European 
powers. 
This treaty confers 
upon us 


equal commercial rights xvith all Euro- 
pean countries and does not entail a sin- 
ble obligation of any kind upon us. and I 
earnestly hope it may be speedily ratified. 
To refuse to ratify it would merely mean 
that we forfeited our commercial rights 
In Morocco and would not achieve an- 
other object of any kind. 
In the event 


of such refusal we vrauld be left for the 
first time in a hundred and twenty years 
without any commercial treaty with Mo- 
rocco: and this at a time wben we are 
everywhere seeking new markets and 
outlets for trade. 


FUR SEALS. 


Tho destruction of the Prlbllof Islands 


fur seals by pelagic sealing still contin- 
ues. 
Tbe herd which, according to the 
surveys made In 1S74 by direction of tho 
congress, numbered 4.700.000. and which, 
according to the survey of both American 
nnd Canadian commissioners 
In 
189], 
amounted to i.ooo.ooo, has now been re- 
duced tr> about 1SO.OOO. This result has 
been brought about by Canadian 
and 
some other sealing vessels killing the fe- 
male seals while In the water during their 
annual pilgrimage to and from the south, 
or in search of food. As a rule the female 
seal when killed is pregnant. a.nd also 
bns an unweancd pup on land, so that, 
i'or each skin taken by pelagic sealing.. 
as a rule, three lives are destroyed—thn 
mother, the unborn offspring, and tho 
nursing pup which Is left to starve to 
dentb. 
X«> damage whatever is done to 


the herd by the carefully regulated kill- 
ing on land: the custom of pelagic seal- 
Ing la solely responsible for all of the 
present evil, and Is alike 
Indefensible 


from the economic standpoint and from 
the. standpoint of humanity. 


In 1895 over 16.000 young seals wcro 


found dead from starvation on the Prlbllof 
Islands. 
In 18117 it was estimated that 


since pelagic sealing began upward of 
400.000 adult female Benin had been killed 
nt sea. and over 300,000 young seals had 
died of starvation ns the result. Tho re- 
volting barbarity of such a practice. ."13 
well ns the wasteful destruction which it 
involves, needs no demonstration and is 
its own condemnation. The Bering Sea. 
tribunal, which fat In Paris In 1893. and 
which decided against tho claims of thp 
United States to exclusive Jurisdiction in 
the waters of Bering sen. nnd to a. prop- 
erty right In tho fur seals when outside, 
of the three mile limit, determined also 
upon certain regulations which the. tri- 
bunal considered sufficient for the proper 
protection and preservation of tho fur 
seal In. or habitually resorting: to. the 
Bering sea. 
The tribunal by Its'regula- 
tions established a close season, from the 
1st of May to the 31st of July, nnd ex- 
cluded all killing In the waters within fiO 
miles around the Prlbllof islands. 
Tbey 


also provided thnt the regulations which 
they had determined upon, with a view 
to the protection and preservation of tin 
seals, should he submitted every flve yearj 
to new examination, so as to enable both 
Interested 
governments 
to 
conslde> 
whether. In tbfl light of past experience, 
there was occasion' for any modification 
thereof. 


The regulations have proved plainly In- 
adequate to accomplish the object of pro- 
tection and preservation of tho fur seals, 
and for a long time this .government baa 
been trying In vain to secure from Great 
Britain such revision nnd modification of 
the regulations as were contemplated and 
provided for by the award of the trlbuna-l 
of Paris. Tho process of destruction has 
been accelerated during recent years by 
the appearance,of a number of Japanese 
vesnels engaged In pelagic sealing. 
As 
these vessels have not been bound even 
by the inadequate limitations prescribed 
by the tribunal of Paris, they have paid 
no attention either to the close season 
or to the sixty-mile limit imposed upon 
the Canadians, apd have prosecuted their 
work up to the very Islands themselves. 
On July 16 and 17. the crews from several 
Japanese vessels made raids upon the 
Island of St. Paul, and before they were 
beaten off by the very meagre and In-- 
sufficiently armed guard, they succeeded 
In killing several hundred seals and car-. 
rylne off the skins of most of them them. 
Nearly all the seals killed were females 
and the work was done with' fright- 
ful 
barbarity. 
Many 
of 
the 
seals 
a.ppear 
to have 
been 
skinned 


alive and many were found half skinned 
nnd still nllve. 
The raids were repelled 
only by the use of firearms, ond five of the 
raiders were killed, two 
were 
wounded, 


nud twelve captured, Including the 
two 


wuunded. Those captured have since been 
tried and sentenced to Imprisonment. An 
altnek of this kind bad been wholly uulookt 
for, 
but such provision of vessels, arms, 


nnd ammunition will now be mnde1 that Its 
rfcpltlilou will not be found profitable. 


Suitable representations regarding the'In- 


cident have been hiade to the government 
of Japan, and we arc assured that all prac- 
ticable measures will be tnkon 
by that 


country to prevent any recurrence of the 
outrage. 
On our part, the guard on t(i»

will 
he 
Increased, 
aud 
better 
equipped nnd organized, and a bet'ler rev- 
enue cutter patrol service about the j«lanrt« 
will be established: nest scusou a United 
States war vessel will al.io he sent there. , 


We have not relaxed our efforts to secure 


an Agreement with (Ireat nrlinln for ade- 
quate protection of the seal lierd, and ne- 
gotiations with Japan for Uie sumo purpose 
are lu progress. 


The laws for the protection of the sea's 


within the jurlMlleilon of the United States 
need revision nnd amendment. 
Only tho 


Islands of St. 1'aul and St. licorge are'now, 
In terms, Included In the-government reser- 
vation, aud tbe other is.ir,mla arc also to 
be Included. The landing of alien* as well 
IIK cltl/ens upon the Islands, without a per- 
mit from the department of commerce and 
labor, for any purpose except In case of 
stress of weather or for water, should bo 
prohibiteil under adequate penaltte?. 
Tim 


approach of vessels for tho exempted pur- 
poses should lie regulated. The authority 
of tbe government ngi<nt» on the islands 
should be enlarged, and tbe chief agent 
should have the powers of a committing 
magistrate. The entrance of n vessel Into 
the territorial

surrounding

PEACE AND RIGHTEOUSNESS. 


It musr ever he kept In mint! that war 


Is not merely justifiable, but. Imperative, 
npon honorable men, upon an honorable na- 
tion, wh"re peace "an only be obtained by 
tho sacrifice of conscientious rm:vli-tii>u "Y 
of national welfare. 
Pea'*e is normally 


a great K°od, and normally It 
coincides 


with righteousness: but It Is righteousness 
nnd not peace which should bind the con- 
Bclence of a nation as It should Wild the 
conscience of an Individual; and neither a 
niith'ii uor an Individual "*nn surrender cun- 
Fclenc0 lo another's keeplnpr. 
Neither can 


n Halloa, which Is an eiilitv, and which 
iloes not die as individuals ' die, 
refrain 


from tiiUtis tliouglit for the interest of the 
!ien"nit!oi;s that nrtr to conic, no less thitn 
for the Inlorest of the seaeration of today: 
and no nubile men have a right, whether 
from shortsightedness, from selllsh Indif- 
ference, or from sentimentality, to sacri- 
fice national Interests which are vital in 
character. A war is hi the lonj: run far 
belter for a nation's soul than the most 
prosperous peace obtained bv acquiescence 
In wrong or Injustice. 
Moreover, tho It Is 


criminal for a nation not tu prepare for 
war, so 1hat It tuny escape the dreadful 
consequences of being defeated In war, 
yet it muKt always be rcui'-mbered that 
even to be defeated In war may be far bet- 
ter than not to have foughl at all. 
Ay has 
lieen well and tlnely said, a beaten nation 
Is not 'necessarily a disgraced nation; but 
the nation or man is disgraced if the obli- 
gation to defend right Is shirked. 


W«- should as a nation d<> everything in 
onr power for Ihe cause of honorable peao". 
Tr is morally as Indefensible fur a nation 
to commit a wrong upon another nation. 
Ftrong or wrali. as for an individual thus 
tu wrong his follows. 
\Ve should do all 


la our power to hasten tin- day when there 
shall be peace among Ihe nations—a peace 
based upon justice and nol npon coward- 
ly submission to wrong. 
VO> can accom- 


plish a good deal in till? dlrecllon, but we 
can nut accomplisti everything, and 
the 


penalty of attempting lo do too much 
would almost Inevitably be to do worse 
than nothing: for 11 must be remembered 
that fantastic extremists are not In reality 
leaders of ihe causes which they exponso, 
but are ordlnartlv Iliose who do most to 
hamper the real leaders of Ihe cause me! 
to damage the oa.n-o Itself. 
As yet there 
Is no likelihood of "slabllshlnz nnr kind 
of International [power, of whatever pur', 
which can effectually check wrongdoing, 
nnd In these elretimstnneeii It would be 
both n foolish and an -evil thing for a 
great and free nation to deprive Itself'of 
the power lu protect Its own rights iiml 
even lu exceptional cases lo stand up for 
Ihe rlghls of others. 
Nothing would more 
promote Iniquity, nothing 
would 
further 
defer Hie reign upon earth of peace and 
righteoufiiess, than for the free and en- 
lightened people which, tho 
with 
much 


stumbling anil many shortcoming*, never- 
theless slrlve toward Justin-, deliberately 
to render themselves poxvcrlcsn while leav- 
ing eveiT dcspollsm and barbarism armed 
and able lo work their wicked will. Tim 
rhanee for the 
S"ttloment 
of 
disputes 


peacefully, by nrbllrntluu, 
now 
depends 


mainly upon the possession by the natlona 
that mean to do right of sufficient srmod 
Btronglh lo make their purpose effective. 


THE NAVY AND ARMY. 


Tlie T'nlted States navy I? the surest 


guarantor of pea.ee which tills country 
ppFSoHsofl. It I* earnestly to he wlsdit thnt 
.we would profit by the teachings of his- 
tory in this mutter. 
A strong: nnd wise 


people, will study Its own failures no less 
than Its triumph?, for there Is wisdom to 
be learned from the study of, both, "f lh« 
mistake as well as of the success. 
For 


this purpose nothing could lie more In- 
strnrtlve thilt a, rational study of the 
war of 1S12. us It Is told, for Instance, 
by Captain Mahan. There was only one 
way In whl'-h thnt wnr could have been 
avoided. 
If during the preceding twelve 
years n nnvy relatively ns strong as thnt 
which this country now hns hnd been 
built up nnd nn iirmy provided relatively 
as rood as that which the country now 
has. thero never would have Tieen the 
slightest, necessity of fighting the' -war; 
nnd If the necessity hnd arisen the war 
would under such 
circumstances 
have 


ended with our speedy and overwhelming 
triumph. 
But. our people during those 
twelve years refused to make any prepn- 
ratlons "whatever, regarding cither the 
army or the navy. They saved a million 
or two of dollars by so doing: and In mere 
money paid a hundredfold for each mil- 
lion they thus saved during the three, 
years of war which followed-n war which 
brought untold surferlns upon our people, 
which at one. time threatened the gravest 
national disaster, and which In spite of 
the. necessity' of waging 
It. 
resulted 


merely In wh.it was in effect a drawn bat- 
tle, while the balance or defeat and tri- 
umph was almost even, 
I do not ask that we continue.to In- 
crease our navy. I ask merely that It be 
maintained at Its present strength; and 
this can be done only If we replace the 
obsolete and outworn ships by new and 
good ones, the equals of any afloat in 
liny navy. To stop building ships for one 
year nienns that for that year the navy 
goes back Instead of forward. 
The old 


DattHeshln Texas, for Instance, would 
now be of little service 
In a 
stand-up 


fight with a powerful adversary. 
The 


old double-turreted monitors have out- 
worn their usefulness, while it was a 
waste of money to build the single-tur- 
ret monitors. 
All these ships should be 


replaced by others; and this can be done 
by a. well-nettled program of providing for 
the building each year of at least one 
first-class battleship equal In size nnd 
speed to any that any ruu:on is, at the 
same time building: the armament pre- 
sumably to consist of us largo n. number 
as possible of very henvy guns nf one 
calibre, together with smnlier-guns to 
repel torpedo attack: while there should 
be. heavy armor, turbine engines, and In 
short, every modern device. 
Of course, 


from 
time" to time, cruisers, irolllers. 
torpedo-boat destroyers or torpedo bouts, 
will have to he built also. 
All tlijn, be. 


It remembered, would not Increase our 
nnvy. but would merely keep it at Its 
present strength. Equally of course, the 
ships will be absolutely useless If the 
men aboard them are not. so trained that 
they can get the bent possiblo service out 
nf the formidable but delicate and com- 
plicated mechanisms Intrusted to their 
3are. The markmanshlp of our men han 
no Improved during Hie lant live years 
that I deem it within bounds to say that 
the nnvy Is more Hum twice ns efficient. 
ihlp for ship. UH half a, decade ago. 
The 


navy can only atlnin proper efficiency If 
enough officers nnd men are provided, 
ind if theao officers and n.en sire given 
the chance (nnd required lo take nrt- 
rantngo of It) to stay continually at sea 
and to exercise 
the Heels singly 
and 


above all In a squadron, the exercise to 
0<! of every kind nnd to Include unceas- 
ing practice, nt thrt gnus, conducted tin- 
l»r conditions that will test markman- 
shlp in time of war. 
lo both the army and navy there Is 


urgfi'.t need that 
everything 
possible 


Should re done lo maintain the hlglien' 
sinni'.nrd for the personnel, alike .-is re- 
Knrds IV:e officers aiuJ tin- enlisted men. 
f do u'-l believe that !n nuy s'-i \ io;< tlu-rc 
:P n finer body of enllsieii mr-n e-'d of 
luvJor office.'s Iliau we bn\c i'i botii the 
umy and l!io navy. i::cu.dlng t.n: :u:ir;i.*.- 


corps. 
All possible encouragement to 
the enlisted men should be given, in pay 
and otherwise, nnd everything practica- 
ble done to- render the service attractive 
to men of the right type. 
They should 
be held to the strictest discharge of 
their duty, and In them a spirit should 
be encouraged1 which demands not the 
mere performance of duty. • but the per- 
formance of far more than duty, if it 
conduces to the honor and the interest 
of the American nation; and in return 
the 
amplest 
consideration 
should 
be 
theirs. . 
West Point p.nd Annapolis already turn 


out excellent officers?. 
We do not ne-?d 
to have these schools made more schol- 
astic. On the contrary we should never 
lose sight of the fact that' the aim of 
each school is to turn out a man who 
shall be above everything else a fighting 
mm:. In the army In particular It is not 
necessary that either the cavalry or In- 
fantry officer should have special mathe- 
matical ability. Probably in both schools 
the best pun of the education is the 
high standard of character and of pro- 
fessional mornle which it confers. 


But lu both services there is urgent 
need for the establishment of a princi- 
ple of selection which will eliminate men 
after a certain ase if they can not be 
promoted 
from 
the subordinate 
ranks, 


and which will bring into the higher 


! ranks fewer men. and these at an earlier 
! age. 
This principle of selection will be 
objected to by good men of mediocre 
capacity who are fitted to do well while 
young in the- lower positions, but who are 
not fitted to do well when at an advanced 
age they come into positions of command 
and of great responsibility. 
But the de- 
sire of these men to be promoted to po- 
sitions which they are not competent to 
fill tbould not weigh against the inter- 
ests of the navy and the country. 
At 
present our men. especially In the navy, 
are kept far too long in the Junior grades, 
and then, at much too advanced an age. 
are put quickly thru the. senior grades, 
often not attaining to these senior grades 
until they are too old to be of real use 
In them; and if they are of real use. 
being put thru them so quickly that little 
bener-A- to the navy comes from their hav- 
ing been In them at all. 
The navy lias one great advantage over 


the army In the fact that the officers of 
high rank are actually trained in the con- 
tinual performance of their duties: that 
is. in the management of the battleships 
and armored 
cruisers 
gathered 
into 
fleets. 
This is not true of the army offi- 
cers, 
who rarely 
have 
corresponding 
chances to exercise command over troops 
under service conditions. The conduct of 
the Spanish war showed the lamentable 
loss of life, the useless extravagance, 
and the Inefficiency certain to result. :f 
during peace the high officials of the war 
and navy departments are praised and re- 
warded only If they save money at 
no 
matter wlut cost to the efficiency or the 
service, and If tho higher officers are given 
no chance whatever to exercise and prac- 
tice command. 
For years prior to the 


Spanish war the secretaries of war were 
praised chiefly if they practiced economy: 
which ecunomy, especially In 
connection 


with the quartermaster, commissary, and 
medical departments, was directly respon- 
sible for most of the mismanagement that 
occurred In the war Itself—ami parenthet- 
ically be II observed that the very people 
who clamored fur the misdirected economy 
lu the tirst place were, foremost 
tu i|e- 


nomioe the nilsniauag"ment, loss, and suf- 
fering which were primarily due to this 
same misdirected economy and to the lack 
of preparation It Involved. 
There should
